Admonitious that are uſeful in all Prayer. . 


1. Prepare your mind. The wiſe man 
gives this Advice, (Ecclgſiaſtic. 18. 23.) 
Before prayer prepare thy ſoul, and be not like 


4 man that tempteth God. That is, think 
ſeriouſly what you are going to do; for 
yoa ſpeak to, and treat with God, your 
Creator, the Lord of heaven and earth: 
You ſpeak his praiſe, you declare to him 


your wants and neceſſities; you aſk for 
his help and his favours; how neceſſarily 


then, are theſe things to be done with at- 


tention, reverence, religion, piety and hu- 


mility in the preſence of ſo great a majeſty. 


2. Make an act of contrition beforchand; 
for God doth not hear ſinners, nay, he 
hates them, (Jobn 9. 31. and Eccl. 12. 


3.) that is to ſay, he hears them not, and 


hates them, as ſinners, and not repenting of 
their ſms; for how ſhould one that is

__ © attentively, and profitably; and * ſure 
do reſolve not willingly to admit of any, o- 
ther thoughts that may offer themſelves to 
pour imagination, let them be never ſto 
mimportune, or ſeemingly uſeſul. There- 
fore carefully guard your ſenſes, eſpecially #þ 
your eyes and your cars. Alas | how ea- 
ily do things enter by thoſe paſſages, which 
trouble our peace of mind?

God, by the merits of Jelus Chriſt, and 
the interceſſion of the bleſſed Virgin and 
all the Saints. Where remark, That when 
the church adviſeth to pray to God, by 
the merits and ſatisfactions of the Saints; 
or joins their merits and ſatisfactions, to 


the merits and ſatisfactions of Chriſt; it 


is not to ſupply any defect in the merits 


and ſatis faction of our Saviour, (as ſome 
hereticks, either out of ignorance, or ma- 


lice pretend) nor to add any thing to their 


value, ſince the merits and ſatisfactions of 


our Saviour are moſt perfect, and their va- 
lue infinite; but to honour the r of

They are forry, 
not becauſe they have offended me, but becauſe they 
are afraid of approaching Damnation, which if they 
could avoid, together with Death, they would not

Sins. How then can he be ſaid truly to repent at 


his Death, who will, without any Fear, Sin as long
